In such rooms women sit day nnd night 
sewing garments, wasting their lives and fritter- 
ing away tbcir vitality because of the diro need 
of bread. 
Annie S. Daniel, of tha New York Infirmary, 


for Women and Children, who has made a study, 
of the borne labor of women in New Tork, de- 
clares that "many of the garments worn by wo- 
men are being manufactuicd in these tenement 
rooms. In them garments from the coarsest 
home wrapper to the daintiest lace gown for a 
fine evening function are made. 


"In addition to wearing apparel, the women 


make boxes, cigars, pockctbooks, jewelry, clocks, 
watches, wigs, fur garments, paper, bags and 
anything possibly made by hand or on small 
machinery. 
Frequently such working women, 


take no L-iore than five hours' rest out of th9, 
twenty-four. 
At 5 o'clock in the morning tho 


work begins, after a breakfast of bread and 
coffee- for four or six hours tho workers toil 
unceasingly, bending over the garments or, 
bo-tes, straining their eyes in the dark—they ara 
too poor to burn gas or oil—and after the oven-; 
ing repast they often begin again and work 
until 1' or 2 in the morning. Their pay aver-, 
ages from iVz to 10 cents an hour. A girl of 10 
can earn as much doing various kinds of wort 
as a grown woman."

Of 515 families Miss Daniel visited in !New 


York she discovered that 324 wore supported, 
entirely or in part, by women. Of this number,; 
150 women were engaged in manufacturing_ m 
their living rooms, and of the 174 remaining 
the women' worked in factories, laundries, on 
took lodgers and boarders. 


Women of seventeen families, after com- 


pleting their work by day in factories, mada 
artificial flowers at night. The average incoma 
of the 515 families was .$5.09 a week.

This Famous Statue Still 


Puzzles Artists and 


Historians. 


From time to time, ever »lnce It was 


discovered In Its hiding place In the Island 
of Milo, in the Aegean aea, the famous 
utatue of Venus In the Louvre—the Venu* 
of MHo—has been a subject of controversy. 
Two questions have been more or less 
hotly discussed: What Is the date of the 
utatue? and. What was the position of

THE "VICTORY OP BRESCIA 


lived In Milo a certain 
Greek 
monk, 


charged with various offenses, who wanted 
to get possession of the statue to make a 
present of H to tha governor of the Ar- 
senal and so regain his favor. This monk 
went to Gorgos, gave him a large sum of 
money, and ordered tiie statue to be taken 
to the seaaliore, where a Greek ship came 


to fetch it away. At the very moment 
when tho Greek sailors were carrying It 
off the French Ambassador's secretary ar- 
rived. The French crew landed and at- 
tacked the Greek sailors, who were drag- 
ging the Venus along with ropes. 
The 


fight lasted some time, but eventually 
the French bore off the stutue. In the 
fight it was knocked about, and in the end 
Us arms disappeared. 


M. Brest's account of the arms has been 


doubted, by W. J. Stillman, among others, 
and many archaeologists- and sculptors 
have had their theories as to the position 
of the arms. 
Stlllman's idea, was that 


they were in the position of the well- 
Imown bronze "Victory of Brescia," In 
which the left hand holds a shield, the 
lower edge of which Is supported by the 
left thigh, while with the right the "Vic- 
tory" Is writing on the shield, and he 
thinks that the Venus of Milo Is really 
ft Victory—the Identical wingless Victory 
which once stood In the temple of the 
Wingless Victory at Athens! ^Others, al- 
lowing the statements of M. Brest to be 
authentic, belleve>that the statue Is really 
a Venus, and that the position of the arms 
as: described and strongly insisted upon 
by him was natural and proper to a repre- 
sentation of the goddess In her moment of 
triumph over her rivals in beauty. 


No one who 
carefully examines the 


statue itself in the Louvre can fail to 
arrive at the conclusion that the left arm 
was upraised and the right arm .lowered, 
and thla has generally been adopted in the 
modei restorations which have been at- 
tempted. Of these we give the accom- 
.punylng photographs, one of which shows 
the Venus in the position of-tho Victory 


of Brescia. 


The above account of how the statue 


came to lose its arms was, it must not be 
forgotten, denied by other eye-witnesses, 
and there seems to be no possibility of 
ever arriving at the truth. But, arms or 
no arms, the statue's beauty captivates 


the world, and truly it may bo said of 
this famous Venus 
Hint "ago .cannot 


wither nor custom stale" her beauty or 
the fascination she exorcises upon nl'fc

There Is also a variety 
of pieces brought from our colonial and 
Eastern possessions. The latter include 
a peacock made of precious atones of 
every description, worth £30,000, and a 
Tippo's footstool, a tiger's 
head 
with 
crystal teeth, the tonsue being a. solid 
ingot of gold.

The late King Carlos of Portugal was 


fond ot a good table. His three chief 
meals put to shaine any ordinary eater, 
besides which he declared h* could not 


luncheon of two. He strictly forbids the 
use of butter or sugar on his private 
table. -At Austrian state dinners, how- 
ever, the menu is a'yard In length. The 
dishes are so numerous that only a few 
seconds aro allowed for 
each 
course. 


One dish is scarcely placed before the 
guest when the Court Marshal makes a 
signal with his gold cane, and away goes 
the dish to make way for the next.

Kaiser's Spartan habits, hut there are 
few moharchs who prepare such elabor- 
ate fare. 
He has four chefs—German, 


English. Italian anu French—who each 
specially superintend the dishes for which 
their 
country 
Is 
famous. 
They 
are 


strictly limited as regards table expenses, 
and are never allowed more than a cer- 
tain sum for each person, except on the 
occasion of State dinners. 


One of the German' Emperor's chefs 


devotes his time to making sausages, 
of which the Kaiser: Is extremely fond. 
When engaged In directing the maneu- 
vres of his army, he. dines on these big 
white Frankfurter sausages and bread, 
washed down with lager beer. 


Although tie Is not a. great eater, the 


Jdtchen of Europe's sick man, the Sultan 
of Turkey, resetnbles a veritable fortress: 
It is a rathor small chamber ana guarded 
by barred windows and an armour-plated 
floor. The cook Is watched by a fully- 
armed officer, and one of the most le- 
sponsible officials In the royal palace 
at Constantinople. As soon as each dish 
Is finished it Is fastened with red wax 
bearing an official seal, ; which Is only 
broken when tha dish Is placed before 
the Sultan. ' 
• 


The principal meal of the day In the 


household of the Shall of Persia, no mat- 
ter whether it is a private or state func- 
tion, is always a brilliant scene. 
Ha 


brings into use a dinner-service which 
Is enccrustf-d with costly jewels, and the 
culinary appointments at his palace In 
Teheran are so numerous that salaries 
to the value of £1,000,000 per annum are 
paid. 


Bean Soup for Mikado. 


The Mikado Is also a man of flimpl* 


tastes. He Is ciulte content to make 
breakfast on a bowl of bean soup 
few other plain dishes, but his dinner 
of some twenty courses always appears 
In splendid style. While he strongly de- 
nounces useless expenditure, he spares 
no expense when entertaining distin- 
guished visitors. 


His luncheon is even more simple, and 
he. frequently dispenses with 
It alto- 


gether, while for dinner In the evening . 
he has two .courses, never more, pre-

"Rawden has expressed a will- 


bigness to live elsewhere next year, 
probably abroad. I regret exceedingly 
the difficulty that has arisen, and 
trust that this may prove a satisfact- 
ory settlement of the matter." • 


Be added that he bad written out a 


full statement of his opinions, saying: 


"I have there set forth all the es- 
sential doctrines which I have taught 
In the class-room. 'With regard to my 
private views on certain matters not 
therein treated I may add that I have 
been scrupulously careful not to teach 
them In the classroom." 
Says He Is Ready to Fight. 


Discussing this demand for his res- 
ignation 
today. Professor 
Bawden 
said:, 
"President Dabney has asked me to 


resign, but before I do so I wish to

I 
wish to remain or to go solely on. the 
merits of the case. 
"Dr. Dabney has seen fit to call me 
a coward because I refused to discus* 
any personal affair* and my private 
view* with him./I am willing to have 
both 
my private lit* and my views 


known to every one. 
To Make View* Public. 


"Within two or three day* I shal 


be prepared with a statement of my 
view* on nx and marriage, and I am 
glad of tWs opportunity to make them 
public- I *> not olaton that they are 
my final views, but they eeem to me 
nearer the truth than those on the 
baslg of which I am about to ba de- 
posed from my present'position. 


"Meejiwnfle LwUh to put the ques- 


tion clearly to 'the .rnlnlrlTig public of 
Cincinnati whether an officer in the 
University whoee- professional work Is 
admittedly satisfactory (fine, 
is 
the 


president's own word) should be de- 
posed because of his private views, no- 
taught in tha classroom, or because o:

Areca nut charcoal, five ounces; cut- 
tleflsh bone, two ounces, raw areca 
nut, pounded, one ounce. 
Pound and 
mix. Two or three drops of oil of cloves 
or of cassia may be added If & perfume 
is required. 


To Beautify the Nails 


MRS. T. S.—This paste will nourish 
the nails and make them stronger: Take 
equal parts of refined pitch and myrrh, 
or of turpentine and myrrh melted; mix- 
together and spread upon the nails at 
night; remove in the morning with a lit- 
tle olive oil. 
The following recipe is a good depila- 
tory: 
Sulphide of soda, one hundred 
grains; chalk, two hundred grains. Mix 
thoroughly, and keep dry in well-corketl 
bottle until wanted for use. Take enough 
to muke a paste, and add warm water to 
it. until the proper consistency is se- 
cured. Spread over the hairy surface 
and allow to remain for from one to 
five minutes, according to the nature 


of the growth and the susceptibility ot 
the skin; then scrape off with a blunt 
blade—a paper knife, for example. It 
should be removed, as in every case 
with a depilatory, when 
the "burning 
sensation fe produced. Too long contact 
with the skin should be avoided, and 
Immediately after the hair has been re- 
mpved the denuded surface should be 
gently washed with warm water and a 
cold cream or a bland oil applied to 
prevent irritation. 


Hollow Eyes 


MRS. T.—Tliere is almost always some 
Internal cause for this trouble, and ex- 
ternal treatment will not bo effective 
unless this cause is first cured. It would 
be wise for you to consult a physician. 
By all means do not neglect to give this 
trouble Immediate attention. 


Obstinate Freckles 


MOTHER—You will find that prickly 
lieat yields to the following treatment: 
First, a bath in which has been dis- 
solved a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of 
soda; dry gently, and batho the affected 
ports in diluted witch hnzel. 
The following treatment is excellent 
for clearing the complexion: Rub the 
face over, just before washing It, with 
two teaspoonfula of flowers of sulphur 
mixed in half a pint of new milk. This 
mixture should stand a little while bo- 
fore It is used on the face. 


Prickly Heat 


MARY—Here is an excellent remedy 
for freckles: One-half drarn of oxide or 
zlne 
one-fourth drum of sublodlde of 
bismuth, oce and three-quarter drams 
of dextrine and one and onp-half drams 
of glycerine. Spread the paste upon the 
freckles at night before going to bed. In 
the morning remove what remains with 
u llttlo powdered borax and sweet oil. 
For perspiring feet the following for- 
mula is very effective: Twenty scruples 
of salicylic acid, one dram of boric acid 
and one ounce of talcum powder. 
Fever blisters are indeed most disfig- 
uring. Touch them lightly with pow- 
dered alum and they will soon be cured. 


Complexion Brush 


ELEANOR—The best face brushes are 
made of camel's hair. 
The very best 
time for using one of these complexion 
beau'Jflers Is while preparing to retire 
for the night. 
Immerse the brush in Tarm water; 
rub soap on it till you get a good lather, 


then scrub tho face with It. Be sure to 
rinse the face thoroughly with clear, 
warm water. 


Falling Hair 


STUDENT—First of all, you need to 


give your scalp a good massage, for 
when tho hair falls out there Is nothing 
that will so soon restore the circulation 
to the skin of the scalp as the friction 
which is obtained through proper mas- 
sage. I am giving you a formula for a 
tonic which may be helpful: 
Cologne, 


eight ounces; tincture of cantharldcs, 
one ounce; oil of English lavender, one- 
half drarn; oil of rosemary, one-half 
dram. Apply to the roots of the hair 
once or twice a day. It Is positively nec- 
essary that the scalp should be kept 
clean. Shampoo at least once a week. 


Formula for Skin Food 


D. C.—Here is a formula for a good 
skin food, which should be used only 
after- tho face has been thoroughly 
cleansed and free from foreign matter. 
The cream should then be applied and 
left on until morning, and then carefully 
washed off with a good brush, soap and 
warm woier and carefully dried. Do not' 
at any time expose your skin to sudden 
changes of temperature—for instance, 
after a bath going out into the cold air. 
Formula: 
Sweet oil of almonds, two 
ounces; orange-flower water, two ounces: 
white wax, two drams; oil of sweet 
orange, 
one diam; spermaceti, two 
drams. Half fill a saucepan with boil- 
ing water. Stand a jar in this. Shred 
the wax and spermaceti Into the jar. 
Let it dissolve. Heat almond oil and 
add to the wnx. 
Heat orange-Hower 
water; add it half a toaspoonful at a 
tlire. stirring the mixture quickly. Lift 
tho jar out of the saucepan. Beat mix- 
ture with a whisk. Heat and add oil of 
sweet orange. Whisk cream until it Is 
cold. 1'ut in pots ancl cover with parch- 
ment. 
Solution to Keep the Hair Ciirka 


35FFIE—Herp is the recipe far the 
hair curllns lotion: 
Gum arable, one ounce; pood moist 
sugar, one-half ounce; pure hot water, 
three-fourths pint; alcohol, two fluid 
ounces; 
bichloride 
of 
mei'cury, 
six 
grains; sal ammoniac, six grains. The 
last two should be dissolved In the al-

Therefore, it should not be too 
frequently applied and not at too short 
an interval. An occasional use, how- 
ever, Is practically harmless. 
You will ftnrl walking the best exer- 
cise for reducing the hips. Begin by 
taklngr a short walk each day and grad- 
ually extend the course until you can 
cover five mllos or so without feeling the 
least fatigue.

itself as a rubber. Lay this aside and 
rub—still gently—with a clean complex- 
ion brush, working the alkaline powdor 
into the muslin. Without blowing it off, 
put the garment away in a close box 
for two 
days. 
Then 
shake, brush, 


and hang in the wind. If you have spill- 
ed ice cream or ice-craam soda on the 
waist or skirt, th« base o{ the spot is 
grease. Apply the magnesia. It has lov- 
ing affinity for oils of all kinds. 


If you must wash colored organdies 


and lawns, set the colors after you have 
removed grease and grime as far as the 
magnesia will do it. One word here: It 
Is a good plan to rub-oily blemishes on 
table linen and wearing apparel with 
chalk or magnesia before they go into 
the wash. I carried home once when a 
child, what I thought was a funny tale 
of an old lady not remarkable for neat 
housewifery, who called out: "Sally! 
quick! the chalk!" as the cloth was 
laid for dinner and she espied a great 
grease spot left from a former meal. 


"And a very wise thing it was!" com- 


mented my mother, who hated gossip. 
"The chalk loosens the grease and dirt 


surd of this, large garments or draperies 
may be rolled lightly in a dry sheet and 
pressed very gently to absorb the wet. 
While still damp, rinse quickly in cola 
water to Jislodge any clinging crystals 


The rest of the process should also bo 


gone through with rapidly. Wash In 
mild suds. Do not rub with soap. Rinse 
as soon as the gown comes out of the 
suds, and do not let it lie for a second 
in the rinsing water.

You will not require soap or starch. 


Wash the fabric in the bran mixture 
quickly, dry in v,the shade and iron 
while It is very damp.

Cut a pound of Inch-thick steak Into Inch 


cubes: line tho bottom of a skillet with 
sliced onions and place the meat cubes upon 
this, after they h£.ve been rinsed once in 
cold water, then in hot: pour In enough cold 
water to prevent the meat from burning 
and cook slowly. In half an hour add a 
cupful of tomatoes, one of parsnips, sliced 
fine, or carrots—In fact, any vepretable that 
comes to hand. Cook slowly until Uie meat 
Is tender and the vegetables are not re- 
cognizable. Season It with salt and pepper, 
thicken -with browned flour when you have 
let it get almost dry. adding water until you 
have a rich brown cravy.

line about 750 feet east from the United 
Engineering Works. 
It extends north- 


ward to the channel In mid-harbor. 


The contract is for 52000 and the com- 


pany expects to pump 2000 yards of fill- 
ing for this money. The company has 
undertaken quite a contract, for the prin- 
cipal work will be the filling of a deep 
and wide slough which runs through a

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SAN FRANCISCO, May 30.-It now looks ver f much as if 


Charles M. Belshaw of Contra Costa was to be the Lincoln-Roose- 
velt League candidate' for United Statesfeenator in opposition to 
George C. Perkins. Belshaw has just teen elected Grand Presi- 
dent of the Native Sons, and has long declared himself willing to 
become a member of "the finest club in the United States." 


All up and down the State the League papers have suddenly 


blossomed with eulogies of Belshaw as a "man without a collar,'' 
he evidently having gone Colonel Irish one better in the matter 
of evading the haberdasher. Evidently this outburst of Belshaw 
enthusiasm is inspired, and the collarle'ss man from Contra Costa 
tf T?rl?e the accePted candidate of the kickers instead of Charles 
S. Wheeler, as was for a time proposed by Pickels and his coterie. 


Belshaw inherited a wad of money which his father made in 


the Mt. Diablo coal mines, and he has a way of holding on to it 
that is_discouraging to those who associate'the idea of an open 
tack with a Senatorial campaign. He is as close as the bark on 
a tree, as the ancient saving has it, and there will be a scream 
irom every eagle on the dollars from which he is separated. 


More than this, Belshaw is one of the wildest opponents of 


Lmon labor in California, and his mining ventures are fre- 
quently embroiled in labor troubles. So the unions are likely to 
take a hand against him in his fight with Perkins, for though 
they may not love Perkins they do not hate him as thev do the 
furious Belshaw. 


And this reminds me that Belshaw is going to have the fight 


of his life on his hands in Contra Costa—his home county—and 
laany eyes will be turned in that direction when the August pri- 
i varies are on. The county may hold the balance of power in 
. mi- Third Congressional District, and with a jud^eship battle 
; id Belshaw's struggle for political life on at the same time it 
i .tv easily be seen how generally interesting will be the political 
i-Mairs of Point Richmond and Martinez, Antioch, Port Costa 
nnJ their adjencies. 


Belshaw has been in and out of the "organization" at dif- 


ferent times, but mostly out, and now has lined up with the 
Lea-rue in this fight for the Senatorship. It may be remembered 
t,->at Belshaw when State Senator once walked nut of a Perlnns 
(i nil and that Harry Ells; when'A ssemblyman, was was forced tn 
\ ote for Bard instead of for Flint, and Contra Costa Vent to 
Santa Cruz for Pardee instead of for Gillett. 


Then the organization, represented by the Tinning-Coleman- 


Jones faction, took the control of the county away from the Bel- 
bhaw-Veale coterie, and at the last Sacramento convention Con- 
b-a Costa had a solid '-organization" delegation. So Belshaw 
and his collarless neck got into the present campaign with his 
hcme county in the hands of the enemy. 


Prominent in the August struggle will be the place on the 


bench now, and for a long time, held by Judge Wells. It was 
at first proposed to down him with Fred V. Wood of your citv. 
But the cry was raised that Wood was an outsider;'so W. s! 
Tinning, head of the anti-Belshaw faction, mav be induced to 
sacrifice himself in the effort to do up Wells. He is President 
of the Martinez Bank and was given by Governor Gillett a place 
on the Board of Charities and Corrections. But though he is busy 
and hates to do it, he may run for Superior Judge against Billy 
Wells in the effort to keep Contra Costa out of the hands of Bel- 
sJiavv and the League. But Wells is well liked and looks a winner 
for Judge. He has a host of friends.

And doesn't all this look like another case of the proverbial 
'' Perkins luck.'' Here is Bclshaw tied up with the hardest kind 
oca fight in his own county, and if you look toward Santa Clara 
you will see what a fix another of the lucky Senator's opponents 
lus got himself into just at the critical time. 


For a long time the Hayes brothers—Rouge et Noir—have 


had covetous eyes upon the Senatorial toga. It began to look as 
if "Red" Hayes, the Congressman, was going to try to give Per- 
kins a rub for_the place. He has a pot of boodle and is not at all 
slow in spending it when his political ambitions are concerned. 
A man with that kind of a bar'l is always a danger to an oppon- 
ent, so some people thought Hayes might give "Perk" quite a 
run. 


But now just look at Hayes. His brother took the Santa 


Clara delegation to Sacramento and voted it nineteen for the 
League to ten for the organization, trying to carry water on both 
his capacious shoulders. This made_both the organization

the kickers angry and the Hayes brothers have been copiously 
berated by both sides for treachery and. double-dealing. 


Right on top of that came the San Jose election, and the

nomination, it being considered quite a matter of appropriate 
revenge for Fisk to defeat the man who attempted to prevent his 
re appointment as Postmaster. In any event it can be seen where 
the good old Perkins luck seems to come along to knock out the 
Senator's most formidable opponents. 


In our Fourth Congressional district the League got control 


at the last primaries and may again win out in August. *But we 
hear no more of Julius Kahn, the disappearing candidate, and

the League leaders say they have no use for him. Kahn was 
always in Europe or the Philippines when he was wanted to 
make a fight for anybody but himself, so he is to share the fate 
of that other Gloomy Gus of politics, Frank L. Coombs, .who got 
everything he wanted for a long time until men began to say he 
wanted much for himself, but never was on hand to do anything 
for anybody else. 


If the organization should recapture the district the Repub-

been sorry for his modesty ever since. .Ralph L. Hathoon, an 
erratic and explosive firebrand, has been suggested as a probable 
League candidate, and Daniel A. Ryan is always to be considered 
as a possibility. But it is not going to be a cinch for any Re- 
publican, as James G. Maguire is to be the Democratic candi- 
date again, and he is a veteran campaigner with a large following 
among the discontented of all parties,

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San Francisco property-owners cannot seem to come off 


their high horses in the matter of values and rents. Just Avhy 
men now should want half as much again for a vacant lot as they 
asked for a lot and a building on it before the fire no sane mail 
can exactly say. But the values are put up so high that it is 
next to impossible to meet them in rents that will pay interest on 
the &ky-scrapng prices. 


All this is holding back the city's growth, for people who are 


anxious to come here can't stand the high rents. I know of a case 
where a dentist wanted his old location in the Phelan building. 
For the same floor space that he had paid $75 per month before 
the fire he was asked $175 per month. A merchant of mv ac- 
quaintance wanted to get back to his old location. For less floor 
space than he had paid $110 per month for before the fire he was 
asked $700 per month. 


These are merely samples of the way hoggish owners are 


holding the city's progress by the throat and choking it. The 
cost of building has been tremendously reduced, but the rent hogs 
continue to hold their prices out of reach of the average citizen 
who has his hands full in re-establishing himself.

<V'j raking. It is little more than half completed, is overloaded 
w illi debt and has only a small business.

Not only that, but the original estimates of cost were too low, 


and the earthquake came along and demolished a large section of 
the roadbed. Moreover, engineers tell me that the engineering 
plans called for a much larger expenditure than was necessary.

selling bonds by spectacular advertising has not proved a success.

The tender solicitude of Rudolph Spreckels and James D. 


Phelan for the welfare and physical comfort of J. Dalzell Brown 
as expressed through the office of District Attorney Langdon, is 
quite touching, and particularly so in view of the expressions' of 
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these purists in relation to other boodlers and grafters, alleged 
and unccoivicted. 


The haste with which the District Attorney caused Brown 


to be brought to San Francisco as soon as he had been put at 
work in the jute mill at San Quentiri illustrated the deep interest 
these worthies of reform are taking in the man who robbed wid- 
ows and orphans and other confiding victims of more than $6,- 
000,000. But then he was a social and club companion of Spreck- 
els and Phelan—one of their particular and peculiar set. By 
special manipulation of the District Attorney's office they will 
no doubt be able to prevent Brown paying any material penalty 
j'or his crimes. 


This is not the first time the purists have exerted themselves 


to save their old chum. After Brown had been found guiltv and 
stood to receive his deserts in n sentence of from twenty to forty 
vears at hard kbor in a State prison, his social and financial 
"associates came to his aid with an effort to have his sentence for 
the wreck and ruin, and in many instances great personal suffer- 
ing he had caused by his robberies, limited to six months—only 
six months for having robbed thousands of innocent depositors 
of a total exceeding $6,000,000, and in many instances of their all. 


But this was even more than Superior Judge Conley of Ma- 


dera, who had been imported into the case, coidd well f^nd for, 
and he multiplied the recommendation of the District Attorney s 
office by three and gave the culprit eighteen months, or less than 
one-tenth the punishment that-should have been meted out to him 
in th" interest of even a most lenient and considerate public jus- 


' This Brawn infamy recalls a proclamation recently issued 


by the specially favored convict's friend and chum, Rudolph 
Spreckels. Spreckels says in his typed address to the public: " I 
c-all upon the citizens of San Francisco to think of their homes, 
their children and their city." This angel of light seems to have 
neglected to include a special plea for his chum, Brown. Possibly 
he thinks he can defeat the ends of justice in connection with 
this confidence operator, who has robbed depositors of their 
homes, Ic ft their children in want and reflected evil upon the citv 
of San Francisco, through Ins District Attorney's office and 
without the necessity of an appeal to the people by further mawk- 
ish and false announcement. 
The character of this man Brown, to whom Spreckels, Phe- 


lan and Lamrdon are extending their aid and sympathy, is indi- 
cated by the fact that while the California Safe Deposit & Trust 
Company has been financially discredited for years, Brown was 
buildinga palace for himself "in Lake county with its fluids. I am 
told that the plans and specifications of this country seat called 
for an expenditure of at least $250,000. Roadways were con- 
structed, a concrete pier for boats was extended into a fresh 
water lake, notwithstanding the slopes of adjacent hills were 
covered with timber that could have been tised for cheaper con- 
struction. Plunge baths were built within the house vdth«a lake 
but a few yards distant, and every extravagance that could be 
conceived by the head of the fraudulent banking institution was 
entered into.

The nice consideration now given Banker Brown is tnougnt 


in political and financial circles to be due to the fact that he 
financed certain political transactions for the Western Pacific, 
and particularly the campaign of Theodore A. Bell for Gov- 
ernor. During "that canvass the present boss of the California 
Democracy spent much time traveling up and down the State 
denouncing the Southern Pacific. It was common chatter among 
the politicians then that Bell had been retained by the opposition 
railroad company to perform this sendee and that the fee he 
sought was $40,000, but that he was finally paid a less sum for his 
services as "hired man" of the Gould road. Brown is said to 
have been the man who financed these and similar political trans- 
actions and that he and the books of the California Safe Deposit 
& Trust Company can tell a most interesting story. If made to , 
work hard at San Quentin he may "squeal," not on Bartnett and 
his associates in the bank, but upon "higher tips," who are now 
in the purity show business for others, if not for themselves. 


There is a rumor—possibly something more than a mere fly- 


ing report—that W. R. Hearst's Independence League in Cali- 
fornia has a surprise up its sleeve which it will make public at an 
early day. It is said to be no less than the nominating of former 
Governor Henry T. Gage for the leading Presidential Elector 
on its ticket, and with the understanding that he will be given ' 
the League's nomination for Governor two years hence. 1 have 
been told that Gage, when interviewed in this connection at Los 
Angeles, expressed surprise at the suggestion, but refused to eith- 
er affirm or deny the report. The Independence League so OU/PC* 
in excess of 40,000 votes for Boob Langdon for Governor and 
there is no doubt but it would interest a much larger electorate, 
in a reputable and poptilar candidate like Governor Gage. But 
the suggestion that Gage may be nominated by the Independence 
League, or that he will accept, has not passed beyond the inter- 
esting gossip stage as yet. 


Apparently not satisfied with their previous efforts to dis- 


credit San Francisco, morally, financially and in every other 
sense with the outside world, the Spreckels-Phelan combination 
are now trying to organize a vigilance committee. They call the 
organization a "Law and Order League" in public, but in pri- 
vate it is a vigilance committee and its unvarnished purpose to 
intimidate Judges and bulldoze public officials generally into 
doing the bidding of the band of purists who are seeking to con- 
trol the politics of Califonda by capturing and manipulating 
the State and municipal adnunistration. 


The Good Government League is the vehicle through which 


it is sought to organize the new vigilance committee. This side 
show of local politics is an appendage of the machine with which 
Sureckels is endeavoring to capture and control public affairs in 
California and foist himself into the United States Senate. Its 
President is Isidor Jacobs, who is also one of the leading lights 
in the new Vigilance Committee. Conspicuous among the vigi- 
lantes who held a secret and mysterious meeting at headquarter* 
of the Good Government League in the Kahn building on Market 
street last Thursday night, was Frank J. Sullivan, brother-in- 
law of James D. Phelan. 


Another prominent vigilante is Kev. William R. Rader, a 


special writer for the Bulletin and general agitator of public af- 
fairs. The secretary of the new organization is Bruce Porter, 
who appears in the City Directory as an artist, but I am told that 
his talents are largely exercised in the line of sign painting. 
George W. Renner, the teamster, who is a resident of Sausalito, 
and who was a conspicuous member of the Citizens' Alliance, is 
among the organizers of thejaew dark lantern combination. Rev. 
Charles N. Lathrop is the president of this latest "order of 
hemp," and Warren Olney, Jr., an official of the Western Pa- 
cific, is also an active vigilante. 


It is related that fifty citizens have already signed the roll 


of the order and taken the oath. Each of the.se fifty is expected 
to secure nineteen additional members, and when the vigilantes 
shall number one thousand they will begin to " do things.'' Frank 
Sullivan, the brother-in-law of Phelan, it is reported will be the 
W illiam T. Coleinan of the outfit and lead the various forays it is 
planned to .make in the interest of "Rudolph Spreckels' schemes 
to capture the State and municipal administrations in Califor- 
nia. 


There is comment anent the ministers making themselves so 


conspicuous among the vigilantes. During the administration of 
Schmitz the men of the cloth were quite active in their denunci- 
ations of the immoralities that were permitted to thrive and fur- 
nish revenues to the unscrupulous. But since these Same dens of 
vice have been openly run by the "big stick" admktistration and 
the police and other departments have waxed fat on the tainted 
money forced in tolls for crime from the vicious and unfortunate, 
there has not been a single peep from the ministers against the 
immorality of the town, although gambling and other crimes are 
permitted to be carried on at will—when the stated graft moneys 
are forthcoming to those in position to collect them. It is even 
stated that one of the Police Commissioners is on the payroll of 
Gumshoe Barns. Possibly the good men of the cloth will turn 
their vigilante machine against these crimes that are flaunted in 
the face of the public by the 'bip; stick" administration. 


Theodore Bell appears to have been remarkably successful 


in antagonizing a large majority of the Democrats in all parts of 
the State. 


The Sacramento Democrats, under the leadership of Tom 


Fox and Seymour rolled up a large ma j ority for Bell in his cam- 
paign for Governor, but now they are opposed to him, almost to 
a man because of his dictatorial methods and above all bj- reason 
of his ingratitude. 


In San Francisco Bell sought to injure both Phelan and 


McNab, who had been his vigorous and active supporters two 
years ago. It was McNab thai made Bell's nomination for Gov- 
ernor possible and Phelan contributed liberally of money to his 
campaign fund. This later betrayal of the leaders of the San 
Franciseo Democracy by Bell is but a minor circumstance in 
view of recent developments of his political treachery. It is now 
understood that while Bell \vas receiving the support of the San 
Francisco Democracy for Governor, the former Congressman 
\VY>S holding conferences, both personally and by his agent, John 
S. Parry, a Fire Commissioner under the Schmitz administra- 
tion, with Abe Ruef. Bell was dickering for the Schmitz-Ruef 
labor vote and in the event of his election it is said he was to have 
turned his State patronage in San Francisco over to Ruef in 
consideration of aid given by the latter in the campaign. This 
is now understood to aeonnt for Bell's refusal to come out iu the 
open and from the tetump denounce the administration of Ruef 
and Schmitz. 


It-is doubtful if San Francisco will send more-than enough 


delegates to the August convention to cast the vote so disgusted 
are the local Botrrbons with the antics of Bell. 


In the San Joaquin Valley Bell has aroused a hornet's nest 


by his alleged double dealings with E. F. Bush of Kings and John 
H. West of San Bernardino. It is related that he promised to 
sent both of these to the National Convention as delegates at 
large in consideration of votes given Sanford, who was Bell's 
candidate for chairman of the State Convention. Both West and 
Bush were turned down for Judge Conley of Madera and Nathon 
Cote, Jr, of Los Angeles respectively. There are deep mnttei- 
iiigs and threats of reprisal in San Joaquin county. 


Los Angeles also has numerous grievances, including tl.c 


turning down of Mayor Harper for delegate at large, the reading- 
out of Frank Goings and the failure of Bell to keep his pledge to 
nominate Nathan Cole, Jr., for delegate at large. Then, too, 
there is that swat landed on the nose df Walter Simon of Los 
Angeles by Belcher of Pasadena, which has to be avenged. The 
Bourbons *of Los Angeles declare that they will return the read- 
out Goings to the State Convention in August and thus vindicate 
him and discipline Bell. 


Among Bell's numerous! politica. imbitions is to wear the 


toga of United States Senator. How he can well expect to reach 
this goal without the assistance of some Democratic members of 
the Legislature from San Francisco is not apparent to any other 
than the new Bourbon Boss, and probably it is not clear to him. 
Whatever Gavin McNab's relations with the Democratic Stale 
machine may be he certainly retains a pretty firm hold on the San 
Francisco Democratic organization, and it is not likely that he 
will volunteer any aid or comfort to the Bell Senatorial ambition. 


About all that appears to be left of Boss Bell's soaring aspir- 


ations is to act as pall-bearer to William Jennings Bryan's third 
political funeral in California. 


The manipulators of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League political 


machine, which broke down so badly in the recent campaign, are 
rindeavoring to roll rocks in the path of John H. Nelson, the Sru 
Francisco Senator who wishes to be returned to the Legislature. 
The leaguers are attacking Nelson's labor status on the ground 
that he took the programme at the Republican State Convention 
and voted for General Harrison Gray Otis for delegate at large 
to the National Convention. "Budgy" Nelson has been, very 
popular with both his constituents and with the laboring men 
generally and how much effect these attacks on him will have is-a 
question* which the campaign alone can solve. Wheff P. H. Mc- 
Carthy, head of the Building Trades' Council, was spoken to in 
regard to the attacks on Nelson he replied: "While I have no 
use for,General Otis I would prefer him one thousand times ovur 
to that Lincoln-RooseA-elt League bunch, which is being handled 
by Spreckels. Burns and Heney.'' 


The Lincoln Roosevelt League is badly demoralized by its 


defeat in the Republican State Convention. I am told that the 
leaguers are now trying to effect a fusion with the Bell Demo- 
cracy for the fall campaign. This would be a most natural alli- 
ance, for most of the luncheon leaguers have been voting the 
D?mocratic ticket for years and have intended to do so next 
November. Rudolph Spreckels supported Bell two years and 
did all in his limited power to injure and effect the defeat of the 
candidates of the regular Republican party. That he should 
deliver his little sideshow of luncheon leaguers over to BeM is a 
Spreckels political consistency. 


One week ago it looked as though the Lincoln-Roosevelt 


League might have secures about thirty-five of the State Centra] 
Committee of ninety-eight. A later'analysis of the committee 
shows that the leaguers have not to exceed thirty members of the 
State governing body. This leaves the regular organization a 
a majority of thirty-eight, to which may be added the executive 
committee of twenty — one appointed by Georgo Knight, 
and who will have charge of the Presidential,'Congressional and 
Legislative campaigns in California this year. 


As though the Lincoln-Roosevelt League had not been dis- 


ciplined sufficiently by the drubbing the regular organization 
gave it in the Stale Convention, the regulars have rubbed a little 
halt into the wounds sustained'by the party of false pretense and 
general hypocricy, by electing- M. H. de "Young Chairman of the 
California delegation to the National Convention at Chicago. 
Now while the leaders of the luncheon league are not fond of 
General Harrison Gray Otis of Los Angeles and took great de- 
light in his defeat for delegate at large to the National Conven- 
tion, it would have been special unction to their gizzards had tb«y 
been able to capture General de Young's scalp and displayed it 
dangling from their belt. But instead of this trophy of political 
buttle De Young carried off the additional honor of the chair- 
manship of the California delegation, which is salt peter in tlie 
gashes previously sustained by the laborers in the political lunch- 
eon field. 


No movement of "antis" in this State has ever made so mis- 


erable a showing as did the Lincoln Leaguers and not only have 
these exponents of political false pretense and hypocrisy been 
utterly discredited by the people, but Rudolph Spreckels, their 
iinanc'ial angel, is reported to be much dissatisfied with their ac- 
counting and their money credit in the financial market of the 
Western Pacific is also said to have been lost. 


In passing over the personnel of the new Republican execu- 


tive committee I would say that United States Senator George 
C. Perkins is strongly represented by personal and political 
friends.

take his seat with that nominating body. "Uncle Jake'' is en- 
joying good health and even his alternate, Cl arles S. Wheeler, 
who watches the old miner with critical eye por symptoms of 
feebleness, has been unable to detect any indie; tions that would 
encourage him in the belief that as alternate h * will be ablo to 
supplant "Uncle Jake'' in the National assemb -. The proba- 
bilities are that Neff will make the trip to QL -ago with the 
majority of the California delegation, who will i ive here by 
special coaches on Wednesday, June llth. 


George A. Knight, chairman of the recent Republican o-. t~ 


Convention, National Committeeman, and known throughout the 
State and particularly in his home county, Humboldt, as "Our 
George," is being discussed in the East as a Vice-Presidential 
possibility or running-mate for Taft in the National campaign. 
Knight has received many communications urging him to become 
a candidate for the second place on the ticket, but I do not tbh1.1-: 
that he is moved bj* any particular ambition to expend $50,000 
a year on an establishment in Washington, D. C., for four years, 
which he would be obliged to do if elected, and then to settle down 
or back as a "has been" for the rest of his life. 


While Knight enjoys being in the spot-light of publicity oc- 


casionally, as chairman of a convention, or placing in nomination

J believe 
he'en joys occasional flights into the political empyrean, and to 
have the name of "George Knight of California" repeated and 
echoed to the uttermost corners of the United States and even 
iu other Countries.

Waste in Fire Losses. 


The drain upon the resources of the nation annually by fire Is a 


tremendous one. Any effort made to reduce the annual fire IOSFCS 
necessarily becomes a subject for hearty commendation and support, 
In fact, this question of fire losses is an/example of the wastefulness 
in Mis country as compared with foreign countries, and especially 
European prudence. 


The total cost of fire losses in the United States averages now 


about $200,000,000, which is $20,000,000 more than the cost of the 
entire standing German army. It has been declared by intelligent 
thinkers with knowledge on the subject that the American losses 
by tire figured on the basis of European safeguards are $175,000.000 
of needless -waste 


In discussing the subject the Chicago Tribune says • "A good 


many people never stop to think of tne bearing of a fire iobs'u;)on 
their own pockctbooks 
They read of a destructive fire. They note 


the amount of the insurance and possibly the companies affected. 
'They say 'Too bad!' as they think of the unfortunate individinl or 
firir. But they do not realize that the conditions making the fire 
possible are t le factors in determining the rate they themsehes i'a\e 
•to pay upon i>eir own homes. They seldom think that they are the 
real losers to a certain degree rather than the impersonal existence 
known as an insurance company. 


"The fire losses at Chelsea or at San Francisco are not measured 


by the amount of insurance carried. The aggregate of investments 
in buildings ;n those places was great. But the disarrangement of 
business, and in cases its complete paralysis, brought far greater less 
to the community than that covered by insurance of property figures. 
Hundreds of homes and thousand-, of workers felt ihe effect of 
the fire." 


Therefore the subject becomes one of great importance. It is 


om in which results may be ad\ant.igeously secured by means of 
legislation, but to ensure success along these lines there must be a 
strong campaign of education. 
»

representing the dynamiting of the house to ha\e been an attempt 
on Gallaghe-'s life. The cottage was mcompleted and had never 
been tenanted, and hence the person or persons \vho tried to blow 
it up could rot have believed there was anyone in the building.

insists on Ins theory and goes right after the subject. The pe- 
culiar form of egotism he attributes to them is their reproduction 
of the'human face or form of the artist's own features. 


Mr. French does not make this statement as a sudden thought. 


He discusses a subject \vhich he says he has been studying for 
years. He has taken all classes of artists, from the unknown to the 
masters, and, remarkable as it maj seem, declares there has been 
no exception to the rule in all his study. 


Such a thought is not new in the way of criticism 
Such a 


criticism -was made of the great Whistler and such an accusation 
was made against Reubens, and also Messionier in J iew of the 
paintings he made. But this is the first time it has been alleged 
by a great authority m so general a way and on such broad Imej. 


The Chicago critic does not specifically charge that all of the 


artists are consciously guilty of the charge 
In any sense of the 
' point he rai'.es it is a novel one and a subject which will -igitate 


the artistic vorld for some time to come.

Heney was seised upon by Gov- 
ernor George E. Chamberlain to advance 
his political ambition anfl to succeed Ful- 
ton In the United States Senate.

Heney-and -Chamberlain .were close per- 
sonal friends, and also that' Heney and 
Chamberlain are Democrats, each claim- 
ing to be a Roosevelt Democrat, Is gen- 
erally known. 
Prompted by Revenge. 


Heaey's attitude toward Fulton prior 


to the primaries . was prompted solely 
by revenge, because, he had been foiled 
in 
his attempts 
to 
Involve 
Fulton 


criminally 
in 
the 
land 
fraud 
fraud 


which had been flourishing In Oregon. 
During the progress of the land fraud 
investigations Heney left no stone un- 
turned to drag Fulton 
Into 
the. mess 


somewhere. Fulton was the only member 
of the Oregon delegation who 
escaped, 


for Senator Mitchell, Congressman Wil- 
liamson and Congressman Hermann were 
caught In tha net and Indicted. Heney 
vranted to "set" Fulton, but all the force 
of secret service detectives at his. com- 
mand failed to unearth anything where- 
by Fulton could be.incriminated. . 


Baffled in his efforts to indict Fulton, 


Heney next dragged the name of the 
Senator into tha trial of John H. Hall, 
promising In his opening statement 
to 


closely connect Fulton 
in that 
affair. 


During the trial, however, Heney failed 
to make good,-and there was no testimony 
to connect-Fultoiv with-any crookedness. 
Incensed at being frustrated In his cher- 
ished ambition to down Fulton., the only 
member of the Oregon delegation he could 
not reach, Heney proceeded upon a new 
tack. 
. 


Resents Failure to Convict. 


As is well understood, Heney resents 


failure to convict, whether a man Is in- 
nocent or-'guiity. He takes it as. a per- 
sonal matter, and when he found himself 
foiled and 
unable to p.rova anything 


against Fulton in the land cases, he as- 
sailed the Senator from, the political side. 
Notwithstanding that he was busy work- 
Ing on the San Francisco graft- cases, 
Heney temporarily deserted employers in 
the Bay City and came to Portland for the 
express purpose of defeating Fulton for 
the nomination of Senator. 


It was believed that Fulton 
was too 


strong for Chamberlain 
to defeat, 
and 


that Cake would be an easier opponent, 
so Chamberlain hailed the return of Heney 
with approval. Heney in his 
charges 


against Fulton, said that Fulton was the 
sack holder for Senator Mitchell during 
tha hold-up Legislature, and that Fulton 
bad personally bribed a member named 
Smith. Heney further alleged that Fulton 
had visited Governor Chamberlain, when 
Smith had been appointed to a job in the 
penitentiary, and complained that Smith 
had taken a bribe and -not delivered the 
goods. 
Governor Chamberlain corrobo- 


fated this accusation of Fulton In an in- 
terview given his newspaper organ, and 
Inspector Thomas B. Neuhausen, one of 
Heney's assistants, had also declared that 
he received the statement from the Gov- 
ernor to be used at Washington.

Chamberlain wanted Fulton out of the 


way and gavo to Neuhausen the interview 
whi.-h was to be used to the detriment of 
Fukin with the administration at Wash- 
ington. This statement secured by Neu 
hausen from the Governor was 
subse

bacUed up by the afflvadlts. 


Heney was deliberately playing Cham 


berlain's game-the elimination of such 
formidable opponent as. Senator Fulton-- 
thus to assist Chamberlain in his deslr 
to succeed Fulton in the United State 
Senate. To this end Heney spoke repeat- 
edly ir. Portland and Salem, and the- 
result is a matter of history. 


PiQued at belrig defeated by Fulton, be- 


cause he could faster.-no crime tipon.the 
man Heney was all the more anxious to 
do what he coul.J to kill off Fulton pollt- 
lca,ly and at the same time foster and 
p«mote the plans of Ms political friend 
Governor Chamberlain. 
With Heney it 


was a case of killing two birds with one 
stone-he had the opportunity to injure 
Fulton and at the. same time boost his 
fellow Democrat.

Severely Condemned. 


The action of both Heney and-Chamber- 


lain has been severely .criticised, and the 
part they played together for-lhe destruc- 
tion-'of Fulton in the primaries has beer. 
condemned in no uncertain terms and 
larguage. Had Chamberlain 'kept'out p£ 
th^lmbrogllo. Heney's attacks on Fulton 
woulThave-carried less weight than they 
flidi and Fulton would probably have been
